Tae axiom of Prince Gortschakoff’s note is most serious-

A Treaty is a reciprocal contract in which each party binds 
itself to do something, or to refrain from doing something for 
the sake of the other. It is much like a complex deed in 
ily life, where, for the sake of peace and harmony, the

Prince Gortschakoff assigns two reasons for his notice. 
The first comes only to this—that the neutralisation of the 
Black Sea, which is the fundamental principle of the Treaty 
of 1856, was a mistake, and that experience has proved it, 
But all parties to the Treaty must be judges of that, and not 
any single one. Of course, Russia always thought that it was 
a mistake not to allow her to keep a fleet in the Euxine; but 
then the Allies of 1856 thought it essential that she should 
not. She is hardly a fair judge on such a point of what 
experience proves or does not prove. And the second of 
Prince Gortschakoff’s reasons is even less convincing. Hae 
says that the two principalities, Moldavia and Wallachia, have 
united, and become more independent of Turkey than the 
Treaty of 1856 intended. But everyone knows how Russia 
encouraged the Principalities in this, that they could not 
have done it without that encouragement, and that it is for 
Turkey, who loss by the union, not for Russia, which 
fostered it and gained by it, to object to it, if it is to be 
objected to. 

It is to be regretted on Russia’s behalf that Prince 
Gortschakoff used such bad reasons for breaking loose from 
the Treaty, since there are several excellent reasons why 
England and France, the main parties to the Treaty of 
1856, should have consented to set Russia free from it, or 
from the parts of it which she likes least, and to agree to a 
new arrangement. 


First. It is plain on the face of it that this treaty is not one 
likely to last—scarcely one meant to last for all time. It says 
that Russia—an independent country—a great country—one of 
the half-dozen first Powers in the world—shall not keep as 
many ships of war as it chooses in ite own ports. If it were 
proposed to France not to keep more than a small number of 
fixed ships in the Bay of Biscay, or to England not to keep 
more than a certain number in the English Channel, we should 
think even the proposal almost a casus belli. It is true that 
we have some similar covenants with the Americans as to our 
shipping on Lake Superior. Neither England nor the United 
States are to keep more than a certain number of war ships 
on the freshwater lakes. But we do not think of the fresh- 
water lakes as if they were in Europe. They are not a part 
of the world of which we think much, or for which we feel 
ambition. But the Black Sea is to Russia what the English 
Channel istous. It is the part of the sea nearest to what 
she most prizes and most covets. The restraint of the Treaty 
of 1856 is a restraint imposed by force on the natural tendency 
of a great nation, and no such extrinsic restraints are very 
lasting. The external, the foreign force is sure to be distracted 
or to grow weak. The natural bent of the nation is sure to 
continue and to predominate, Such agreements are sometimes

ranks, in the service of whatever cause he might choose to 
adopt as the Prussian King and commander. No Plantagenet, 
probably, ever had more of the prestige and influence of a 
great hereditary leader among ourselves than King William 
has kad among the Prussians. They are as proud of the 
Hohenzollerns as ever we were of the Plantagenets, And 
assuredly no Plantagenet ever conceived in his imagination 
| such @ military organisation of the English nation as the 
Hobenzollerns both conceived and efficiently cartied’out in 
relation to the Prussian nation. 


Moreover, in English and French, and indeed most other 
histories, the era of predominant royal influence has usually 
been the era of a strong aristocratic counterpoise,—wvhen the 
nobility has been the check on the royal power, and the chief 
obstacle to its ascendancy. But this is not so in Prussia. 
There the civil and political influence of the aristocracy is not 
very considerable. The nobility is poor, and in political ideas 
so narrowly Conservative that it is decidedly less popular, 
more reactionary, than the throne itself. Count Bismarck 
has found the Herrenhaus as unmanageable in its way as he 
has found the Chamber of Deputies in the opposite direction, 
and far less shrewd and instructed. The nobility, therefore, 
is much more dependent on the throne than any great aris- 
tocracy has ever been, and for all the purposes of military 
organisation, nay for all the purposes of war, it has heartily 
supported the throne, and has contributed to it an unlimited 
supply of commissioned officers at once poor enough and 
dependent enough to submit to thorough training, and yet 
full enough of the pride of caste and of descert to make firm 
and dignified leaders. The Prussian nobility, instead of 
weakening the throne by its jealousy, has lent it the most 
efficient aid in the one great institution to the perfecting of 
which the Kings of Prussia have directed their best energies. 
But the Prussian throne and the aristocracy united would 
really have been quite powerless for the great work of the last 
three or four years of political achievement, if they had not 
been acting under the advice of a Minister who fully under- 
stood and enthusiastically shared the leading popular idea of 
modern Germany, and was anxious, above all things, to 
embody it as the great end of his statesmanship. Count 
Bismarck has never been a hearty believer in the parliamen- 
tary system, but he has always aimed at realising by other 
than parliamentary means, and with as little offence to 
parliamentary aspirations as he could manage, the great 
dream of the popular party, a Germany not only united but 
powerful—nay, even predominant—in the counsels of Europe. 
And it was the force of this universal popular feeling

| Americans never defend it except by saying that its governing 
democracy is foreign and not American, while most of them 
| denpunce the City as the “cesspool of the Union.” As to 
security, there is leas of it than in any city of the Union, 
|exeept, perhaps, Chicago. Nowhere are crimes against 
property so lightly punished or so rife. Burglary, theft, and 

evem murder, are incessant ; while swindling, if practised on a 
large scale, is protected by the Courts, encouraged by the 
Legislature, and winked at by the greater portion of the 
Press. A notorious swindler, of the very worst possible 
| character in every other respect, virtually governs New York, 
‘and though decent citizens will not associate with him, 
| decent politicians are not ashamed to serve as his tools. As 
if to add an element of the grotesque to all this wickedness, 





{| the City government sets at defiance not only the laws of 


‘morality, but the dearest prejudices of those who give it 
| power to be defiant. If there is one prejudice dear to the 
| New York mind, it is against State endowments of religion. 
If there is one prejudice dear to the American mind, it is 
| against the Roman Catholic Church; yet, as Mr John Jay 
‘tells us in his pamphlet on the subject, it is as certain 
as anything can be, that the City government has, 
‘under pretexts of certain votes for poor schools, 
nominally renewable every year, but never refused, 
‘or likely to be refused, endowed the Catholic Church 
| with very considerable funds, to be expended entirely at the 
_ discretion of the ruling ecclesiastics belonging to that body. 
| An utterly corrupt municipality, in fact, expends excessive 
_ taxes in a ruinously wasteful manner upon objects which the 
_ bulk of the community cordially dislike, to the neglect of ob- 
| jects which they, with equal cordiality, desire, and do it under 
|. a suspicion of enjoying corrupt gains in which the Electorate 
| itself does not consciously share.

| This is a strange result of freedom, so strange that we do 
| not wonder observers are often driven to equally strange in- 
| terpretations—such, for instance, as that of Mr Jay, who ob-

quiet, to heavy taxes and a constant liability to plunder. We 
‘ are-not concerned just now to engage in that speculation, but 
to note the rise of a spirit of resistance, and describe the 
i wezpons to which it has had recourse. 
There seems to be little doubt that the respectable citizens 
of New York are very weary of the present state of affairs, 
and that, headed by some moderate Republicans and supported 
| by many moderate Democrats, they have made a first effort to 
| shake off the yoke, by striking at its source the hold which 
certain successful swindlers of all kinds have acquired over 
the Electorate. This, the marked peculiarity of all American 
wickedness, is, we believe, a temporary one, and arises from 
| an accidental circumstance—the thorough comprehension by 
the aristocracy of crime there of a great truth, that men in 
earnest about politics will forgive anything to valuable poli- 
tical allies. The fact is not creditable perhaps to human 
nature, but it is a fact nevertheless, and as true in Europe as 
Anterica, though the result is somewhat different. Churches, 
for instance, constantly accept the aid of disbelievers or im- 
- meoral persons to secure the end they desire, and this, although 
conscious that those persons are at heart seeking objects which 
_ their allies would most earnestly repudiate. The reformers, aware 
_ that the Electorate is cajoled, and that but for its support 
corruption could not continue, haye made a desperate effort 
_ to release it from entanglements; and to this end have ap- 
pealed to two forces, seldom visible in State contests—the 
Federal power and the power of religion. The Federal 
Government has been induced to pass a law for the protection 
of the ballot-boxes, as a measure necessary to secure the 
Republican institutions guaranteed by the Constitution, and 
to support the law as against mobs by the employment, or 
menace of employment, of State troops. The object of this 
measure is to prevent the falsification of the returns, to secur

genuine freedom to the electors, who thus enfranchised arg 
adjured to vote honestly, not because the corrupt rulers err jn 
political ideas, but because they are men who, Wrong or right 
in politics, are persons whose characters will not bear the 
slightest examination, men whom it is a disgrace for 
respectable and Christian citizens to follow.

who ought to be expelled the community, not for their 
opinions, but for their lives. It is clearly the idea of the 
Reformers that the majority of electors are decent 

of average wish to do right, who, if once aware of the lives 
led by the corrupt party leaders, would, politics notwithstand- 
ing, desert them, and either vote against them or stay away 
from the polls. 

This project has this time failed; but that it should haye 
been entertained is a very noteworthy fact, serving to show 
that even in New York shrewd politicians, acquainted with 
the people, believe that they are rather deluded than corrupt, 
that they really do not hear or do not believe the 
against their leaders. We can easily believe this possible, 
The Electorate in a city so vast can know little of the cha- 
racters of candidates except through the Press, and though 
the Press is frank enough, it has hitherto been distrusted. It 
has employed slander as a weapon, until the most serious 
charges are disregarded and disbelieved. Its attacks, however, 
have now become definite and serious, and, being endorsed by 
the clergy, are beginning to be believed to such an extent 
that at the recent election the Ring, though victorious, 
achieved its victory by means which deprived it of 
much of the advantages of success. The electors are 
waking up, and if the process continues, it will next 
year be impossible for the present rulers of the City 
either to deceive voters or to manufacture votes. The 
silent majority which so seldom appears at the polls will, 
it is believed, expel them, not for their acts, but for their 
characters ; and insist, in the first place, on the election of 
men untainted with connection with men notorious for their 
vices. This, at least, is the calculation—that the body of 
electors is not corrupt but only ignorant, that the suffrage 
itself can be made to purify the suffrage—and it is one of 
which all observers should take careful note. If it is 
correct, there is more hope for the City of New York than 
its own most respectable inhabitants are tempted to believe. 





BUSINESS NOTES. 


ProposeD Mertine In THE Crry.—We learn that among 
influential gentlemen in the City there has been some talk of 
inviting the Lord Mayor to call a meeting o! citizens at the 
Mansion House, to consider the difficulty which has arisen from 
the diplomatic conduct of Russia, and strengthen the hands of 
Government by a demonstration of the support they will meet 
with in any measures they may find it necessary to take to 
preserve the faith of Treaties, and induce Russia to withdraw 
from the fatal course she has entered on. The proposal is per- 
haps somewhat premature just yet ; but we hope it will not be | 
lost sight of should the perseverance of Russia increase the 
difficulty, The Government are entitled to every possible 
support, and there is no doubt they will be amply borne out 
by public opinion, however much we may dislike the engage 
ment of which it will be our duty to enforce the fulfilment. 
As to the action that must be taken, if need be, there is per- 
fect unanimity of opinion in the City. 


Tue Anaio-Ausrrian Dept.—Since the withdrawal of 
the Austrian Government’s offer of an arrangement in May 
last, on the ground that the exclusion of Austrian securl- 
ties from the Stock Exchange had been hastily consummated 
without granting the adjournment that had been demanded, 
several unofficial and friendly attempts have been made to 
bring about a satisfactory settlement of this important ques 
tion. Recently some party deeply interested in the welfare 
and prosperity of Austria, through an influential friend at 
Vienna, recommended to the Minister of Finance an arrange 
ment which he was sure of being able to carry out. The 
course he proposed would have required a comparatively or | 





sum only, and done away with any scruples which the 
Government might have entertained ; all the Anglo-Austrity | 
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‘certificates of claim would have been withdrawn, and by the 
subsequent rehabilitation of Austrian stock on the London 
Exchange, the markets would have been opened to the intro- 
duction of future loans.

| proposed ment. Recent events may influence the 
views of the Minister, and shouid he arrive at a correct appre- 
ciation of the importance of the matter, he will regret not to 
have taken advantage of so favourable an offer. 
| Tae Miirrary Operations tv France.—It is becoming 
apparent that a very critical period in the history of the war 
is approaching. As we have more than once pointed out, the 
‘German leaders appear to have committed a mistake in not 
‘using their great superiority of numbers at the earliest pos- 
‘sible moment to overrun France, and break up the centres of 
opposition wherever they might be established. By under- 
taking instead not only the sieges of Paris and Metz, which 
| they were obliged to undertake, but the siege of numerous 
other places besides, they have absorbed their forces in 
a comparatively unprofitable manner, leaving France time 
\to rally, so that now in spite of the fall of Metz, 
| there is a great deal of heavy fighting to be done before 
France, which was virtually conquered at Sedan, will be 
forced to submit to the conqueror. The events of the last 
few days indicate that the Prussian task may be even heavier 
than we thought—that the present operations of the German 
| armies may break down at a critical point, and that even if 
Paris should be captured, there may be enough fight left in 
| France to make the final issue of tne campaign somewhat 
| doubtful. The important fact is that about ten 
| days ago the Bavarian general at Orleans was forced 
out of Orleans by a superior French army, admitted 
by the Germans themselves to possess a numerous and excel- 
| lent artillery, and that since then this army has been 
maneuvring to get near to Paris. The existence of such an 
||army in France, no matter what its exact numbers may be, 
'/and of other armies of equal quality in the North and West, 
shows that the struggle is not over. ‘These armies may be 
beaten, as former French armies have been beaten (and 
'|a8 we write we receive intelligence from the German sile that 
the Army of the Loire has been repulsed at Dreux), but so 
long as a catastrophe like that at Sedan is avoided, these 
French armies must gather ever more strength, until at some 
| point or other it is possible for the French generals to obtain 
more equality in the conditions of fighting. We should 
be very doubtful, besides, whether the repulse at Dreux is so 
serious or so fatal to the whole French army as the German 
accounts imply. There are many reasons for believing 
that the whole French force would not be at Dreux, but that 
only a force covering its march was there, and that we may 
yet hear of fighting nearer to Paris, in which General Trochu 
may break out and communicate with the force outside. The 
news of the next few weeks may be looked for with a degree 
of interest which has not been felt in the war since the invest- 
| ment of Paris began. 





| Russtan Drpromacy AND Russtan Crepit,—It may be 
|| hoped that the recent denunciation by Russia of the Treaty of 
1856 will not lead to war, but whether there is peace or not, 
Russia, in many ways, will suffer grave injury. Not the 
least of the losses, we have reason to believe, will be a great 
‘decline of Russian credit on the London Stock Exchange. 
| Hitherto, the credit of Russia, owing to her reputation for good 
faith, has stood very high with us. The frequency of her 
| pearance as a borrower, the uncertainty as to her internal 
condition and constitution, the difficulty of obtaining informa- 
tion as to a country which is concealed from Western Europe 

‘| 10 & great degree by difference of language—were all ciroum- 
stances to the prejudice of Russia; but the good character 
her Government had contrived to maintain for honesty and 

| Moderation, outweighed everything else. Practically, Russia 
could borrow more than she really required for any useful pur- 
pose whenever she pleased, and our capitalists would only have 
too glad to improve the connection, With our help the 
material development of Russia would have proceeded with all 

i the rapidity possible to the character and circumstances of the 
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people. But the denunciation of the Treaty of 1856 hes 
vitally changed the position of Russia inthe City. Jn place of 
faith in her good character, the deepest distrust has been en- 
gendered, and the saying is that it will be impossible to trust 
Russia again. It is all but certain that, although the present || 
storm should blow over, it will take a long time for Russia to || 
recover the good opinion she has lost; in other words, Russia |

will find it difficult or impossible to raise money in the London | 
market for a good while to come. This is a pretty heavy ||: 
price to pay for a freak of diplomatic vanity. It may perhaps be |} 
said that the attempt to repudiate an international treaty is on | 
a different footing from the repudiation of a financial engage- | 
ment—that the one does not imply the other—that Russia’s || 
character for punctual payment will leave her borrowing i! 
ability unimpaired. But this view is not taken in the City, || 
where the gross breach of the Treaty creates distrust in any | 
signature of the Russian Government.

The objection to it is that it impairs the bind- | 
ing force of contracts, and that this is a danger of infinitely 
greater moment to society than the acceleration of the ruin - 
of young spendthrifts in consequence of their exceedingly : 
foolish contracts being enforced. None of the Chancery : 
notions as to the exorbitancy of interest and commissions can | 
be safely or consistently acted upon. A man who engages | 
to pay 2007 at a future date in exchange for 100/ of present | 
money msy make a most imprudent bargain, but his case is | 
not different from a merchant or dealer who engages, 
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| for’ an inadequate sum of present money, to deliver 
|| certain goods at a future date; or who delivers goods at 
|| a price which is meant to cover great risk and long 
leredit. If the Courts are to cancel improvident 
contracts in the matter of borrowing or lending, there 
is clearly no reason why they should not look into all 

' such contracts, no matter what the subject of them may be. 
But such interference would be most mischievous, as it will 

| be in this very matter, borrowers and lenders being in doubt 
| as to what may be considered unconscionable, and a check 
being thus put on transactions which are really quite legiti- 

| mate. No doubt there is a great deal of sympathy with the 
|| victims of money lenders, or rather an active hate of usurious 
|| lenders, who use arts to get unwise youths into their power ; 
| but nothing that we say affects the question of fraud or pres- 
sure, which will always be a proper subject for inquiry, inas- 
|| much as a contract made in that way is really no contract at 
‘| all If people make foolish contracts, without being under 
| fraud or pressure, the sooner they are rained the better

perhaps for all concerned. At any rate, the interference of 
Juilges to save them, at the expense of impairing the security 
| of contracts, is very like spending a sovereign in order to save 


| a shilling. 





Tux New Sramp Act.—This Act seems destined to occa- 
sion every kind of misapprehension. A correspondent at 
| Antwerp informs us that some disagreement has arisen there 
| between the mercantile community and the London corres- 
pondents of bankers and merchants, in consequence of the lat- 
ter continuing to charge stamp duty at the rate of 1s per 100/ 
for drafts on demand on London, although the new Stamp 
Act makes the stamp 1d only. The charge, it is said, should 
be discontinued. On this account, and as the subject is likely 
| enough to be misunderstood elsewhere, it may be useful to 
|| state explicitly, what is well enough known at home, that the 
_Act does not come into force till the lst of January, 1871. 

Our former reference to the subject in our Business Notes, 
| where the new Act was spoken of in the present tense, has 
apparently added to the misapprehension our correspondent 
speaks of, but we were only speaking of the changes made by 
the Act and their effect—not of the date when the Act would

| Paris letters say that great surprise was occasioned in financial 
‘| cireles and ov the Bourse by the news of the loan of 250,000,000f 
| negotiated at London. Its emed strange that a loan should have 
been raised at al!, when the last one was not paid up, and when 
| Treasury expedients might have been employed to tide over any 
temporary difficulty: stranger still that it should not have been 
announced at Paris; and strangest of all that it should have 
| been accepted at a price which put it 20 to 22 per cent. below 
| that which tbe Threes, in spite of the siege, had maintained. 
| The surprise was increased by the publication of a note in the 
| Ojficial Journal, showing that the Government of Paris knew 
| nothing of the matter ; and by an article in a newspaper, inspired 
‘by the Minister of Finance, blaming it. The official note was 
| thus conceived :—‘* There is a question in several journals of a 
|loan said to be contracted by members of the delegation of 
the Government at Tours. The Government thus far has 
| received no notification of the measure.” The newspaper 
article began by saying that “the Radicals had not treated 
credit any better than they did order,” and then went on 
_to express great. surprise at the proceedings, and to

cations with Paris, would have sufficed for the wants of defence

declared that Messrs Cremieux, Gambetta, and Giais-Bizoin, the 
| delegates at Tours, and M. Laurier, their agent, appeared to have 
|‘ yery lightly estimated their responsibility.” Of what afterwards 
| occurred at Paris on the subject, we have at this moment no 
| tidings. 
| At Tours, the dissatisfaction which was felt when the conclasion 
of the loan became known increased day by day; and the same 
was the case in other towns, Several of the newspapers 
of Paris, now published in the provinces, gave utterance 
with some boldness to the general feeling. One of them, besides, 
| affirmed that a Greek house at London had offered to take the 
logn on much better conditions than those accepted ; another 
/clamoured for “Accounts! Accounts! Light! Light!” and 
_athird demanded to know if any negotiations had preced-d those 
with Messrs Morgan, if they had failed, and if so, why: why 
| the onerous terms of those gentlemen had been accepted—what 
| commission they were to get—to what extent they had subscribed 
|—and particularly if it were true that certain portions of 
the public revenue were specially set apart for the loan, and that 
|@ perpetual exemption from taxation was guaranteed to it. In 
consequence of all this, the Government at Tours published a note 
devlaring that the loan was imperatively necessary, and that that 
| fact had been ascertained by a Council of Finance, composed of 
| the principal functionaries of the Finance Department and of the 
|sub-governor of the Bank of France; that the Council had 
decided that it should be issued in the form of obligations, and 
| that it had been negotiated on conditions “less onerous” than 
had been expected and authorised. This note, it will be seen, did 
| not amount to much. M. Laurier on his part published a letter, 
| in which he affirmed that it was not true, as reported, that a Greek 
| firm at London had offered to take the loan at 96; and ia which 
| he contended that the price, 85, he had accepted could not be 
' coneidered too low, since the loan had not been received with 
enthusiasm at London, but had only been just subscribed. He 
| stated, moreover, that several faiseurs d'affaires, english and 
| French, had assailed him with propositions in their own name 
,and in thatof honourable houses, but that no such houses 
_had voluntarily presented themselves. He said, too, that 
/@ person representing himself to be Mr Roebuck, M.P., had 
| requested bis visit, and had offered to seil bim arms, and to take 
| Tressury bonds at 14 per cent., but bad turned out not to be Mr 
| Reebuck, or at least mot the Roebuck. The said person, he 
added, was lodged sumptuously at the Westminster Palace Hotel, 
| aud, being ignorant of French, had engaged a “ bizarre baroness ” 
to mterpret for him. This epistle of M. Laurier is a very 
amusing one; but grave people «are astonished that a high 
official should have written it, so contrary is it to the tone of 
ordinary official communications; and they are scandalised to 
| learn that a delegate of the French Government, entrusted with 
| the grave mission of raising a loan, should have permitted himself 
| to be placed in contact with people, who, according to his 
| Own account, were mere adventurers. 


Here the affair of the loan stands for the moment.

Yoa have—you alone—fixed the 
amount to be borrow: d, and opened a subscription for it Without 
consulting the Coancil-Gencral. And yet it is a fundamental rule 
in Constitutional States tnat no employment of funds for public 
purpoges cin take place unless it be freely voted by the elected 
representatives of the tax-payers. E-pecially ought this rule to 
be adhered to in Republics, for the Republic is the last and most 
complete formula of the Government of a nation by itself. Where 
this principle is disregarded, the liberty of citizens is a mauvaixe 
plaisanterie, and the word Republic becomes a derision, The 
principal guarantee of the political rights of a co is 
that elected representatives shall keep the public purse.” 
M. Michel Chevalier further shows that the prefect cannot 
shelter bimself under the plea that the Government has 
sanctioned his act, inasmuch as it is itself not regularly 


elected, and, even if it were, could not authorise the setting aside || 


of the fundamental rule of every free State. In taking to task 
this prefect in this way, M. Miche! Chevalier displays great 
courage, such functionaries under a Revolutionary regime being 
formidable persouages—“ petty Emperors” he cails them ; and he 
renders an important service tothe public, by reminding them that 
even under such a régime they ought to try tomaintaio heir rights. 
At the same time he shows that an account will have heresfter to 
be rendered of a!l the goveromental, departmental, and municipal 
borrowings tha: have been, are being, or may be made. 


As a specimen of the extent to which the raising of loans has 
been and is continuing to be extended, take those which the 
Government at Tours has authorised within tne last few days :— 
Department of the Doubs, 750,000f; of Cantal, 300,000f; Lot, 
1,000,000f; Pay de Déme, 2,500,000f; Loire Inferieure, 
2,000,000f; Ardéche, 1,000,000f ; Saone, 600,000f; and the towns of 
Roanne, 300,000f ; of Bordeaux, 5,500,000: ; Rochefort, 200,000; 
Nimes, 800,000f. And there are a number of others authorised 
previously, a further number remaining to be authorised, and not | 
a few for which authorisation has not yet been solicited. 

Most of the towns and departments enceavour to get the money 
they want from the public of their respective di-tricts ; but they do 
not always succeed,-- witness the Seine Loferieure and the Calvados, 
two of the wealthiest deparimen's in France. But others are be- 
ginning to treat with financial establishments and bankers—a plan 
which makes certain the obtaining of the money required, or at least 
the greater part of it, but wuich is terrib!y expensive. ‘I hus the | 
Department du Nord has treated with the Credit Industrial B.nk | 
of Lille for the 15,000,000f it has resolved to borrow, and that 
of the Aisne has obtained 2,000,000f from some bankers in 
Switzerland. 


The Ministry of Finance has announced throughout France 
that the subscriptions te the loan of 250,000,000f “ are admitted 
in totality and without reduction,” that provisional certificates | 
will very shortly be given for the receipts, and that toe subseribers 
‘* will be allowed to pay the calls, either when due (a lécheance) | 
or by anticipation, with a discount of 4 per cent.” To gant 
discount on a call that is due is a novelty; but R-publican finan- 
cing seems destined to be even stranger than that of the Empire.

? I see with pleasure that one of the Havre newspapers, 
the Journal, energetically protests against the demand of the 
Rouen Chamber of Commerce ; and if there were any likelihood 
of that demand being granted, protests equally strong would, no 
doubt, be raised in other parts of France. In the course of its 
article, the Journal du Havre says :—‘‘ The Government ought to 
reject without discussion this aristocratic proposition, of which 
the object is to ran-om our colonies en attendant, that the 
denunciation of the treaties of commerce shali permit another 
country to be ransomed also. This avidity, blamable at 
all times, is particularly culpable at the present moment. It 
is in vain that M. Pouyer-Quertier, the ex-vfficial deputy 
of the Empire, now signs the condemnation of the Empire, 
aod pretends that the treaties of commerce ‘are one 
of the saddest legacies of the fallen régime.’ The tactics of the 
leader of the Norman Protecticnists merits no at'ention. Free 
trade, established by the Empire, is the only act of that faral epoch 
that bas been useful to the country. The treaties of commerce, 
though concluded without the authorisation of the nation, have 
produced useful fruits. We have proved that a thousand times, 
and we will not repeat arguments in favour of a cause gained 
before public opinion. The French Republic, whose motto is 
Liberty, Equality, Fraternity, will never consent to our trethren 
of the colonies being sacrificed to the greedy selfi hness of the 
partisans of Protection ; and instead of raising new barriers among 
nations, it will lower those that still exist.” : 

It was hoped that the decree of the 5th (see last Economist) 
of the Government at Tours, on the écheance of commercial! bills, 
had definitely settled the matter, but a new one, dated the 14th, 
has appeared. ‘‘Oonsidering,” it says, “that bills subscribed 
befure the war, different to those sub:cribed after it, were made 
in ignorance of an unexpected event, which all at once caused 
perturbation in commerce, and rendered impossible, or at least 
very difficult, the means of payment,—it is decreed that to the 
15th December next no protest can be made, no legal proceedings 
can be undertaken on bills subscribed before the 15th August last ; 
but all bills subsequently subscribed remain subjected to the de- 
eree of the 5th.” The effect of this new enactment will be to de- 
prive bavkers, manufacturers, and others, of payments on which 
they had counted, and of which they have need. It will certainly 
cause much dissatisfaction and mischirf. 

Newspapers announce that M. Schneider has sold the establish- 
ment of Creuzot to an American company, and that American 
flags in possession have been placed over it. As the Germans 
are likely before long to arrive at the place, and as they are said 
to have announced their intention of destroying it, the sale, whether 
a real or colourabie one, has manifestly been made in the hope 
that the flag will suffice to protect it. But will it doso? If yes, 
the Eastern, Orleans, Northern, and Western Railway companies 
must deeply regret not having treated with Americans before their 
lines fell wholly or partially into German hands ; and the Govern- 
ment itself may, perhaps, think that it might have preserved Metz 
by a timely sale of the fortifications to a foreign company.

Such an event, which threatens the 

most dangerous complications, and involves the risk of 
, entangling England in another anti-Russian war, could 
not but create the utmost alarm; but the state of the 
markets was such as to make its operation felt most strongly. 
Already the previous week the weakness of the markets had 
became apparent, and there was a panic on a smaller scale, 
due to no other cause than the reaction consequent on the 
failure of the armistice negotiations. Speculation had raised 
prices to a very high point even before the armistice negotia- 
tions, and under their influence there was so great an infla- 
tion, particularly in foreign securities, that the rebound when 
it came was necessarily very violent. It was in these circum- 
stances that business opened this week, and just at the critical 
time, and in the midst of the half-monthly settlement, 
when the effect of any bad rumours is naturally in- 
tensified, the fact of the gross breach of faith by 
Russia hecame authentically known, and the result was 4 
panic of two or three days’ continuance. Saturday had been 
a quiet day, and there was even some recovery from the lower 
prices of the previous day, but on Monday the unfavourable 
news spread; a sudden decline took place in all foreign stocks, 
chiefly Turkish, accompanied by a fall in both English Go- 
vernment securities and railways, and by a general depression 
and decline of prices in other departments. On Tuesday the 
feeling of panic continued, though there was rather a better 
feeling towards the close of the day, but on Wednesday the 
publication of the text of Prince Gortschakoff’s note caused 
another heavy fall, though the lowest point was not reached 
till Thursday, when Consols touched 917—a decline of 1 
from the closing prices of Friday—and there were correspond- 
ing falls in foreign stocks and railways.

Forreren anp CotontaL Ratiways.—Foreign railway 
obligations have been influenced very much by the causes 
which produced the panic of the week. Russian obligations 
occupy a considerable place in our market, and the con- |, 
sequences of Russian ill-faith have been exhibited even more 
conspicuously in these guaranteed obligations than in the 
principal securities of the Government. The decline 
established in the official quotations for the week is 34 in 
Orel-Vitebsk, 3 in each of Charkof-Azof and Charkof- 
Krementschug, 2 in Moscow-Jaroslav, and 1 in Tambof- 
Kozloff. The loss of Russia by her discredit is thus indi- 
cated very strongly, and it is possible that, when the financial 
results are perceived, there may be some pause in the counsels 
of the Russian Cabinet.

large. This week’s imports of foreign and colonial produce into 
London have amounted to 15,610 quarters of wheat; 8,600 
barley ; 300 maize; and 990 sacks of flour. 
_ At Liverpooi and Wakefield this morning the trade was 
similarly influenced, and prices were 2s per quarter dearer.

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t STATE OF THE CORN TRADE DURING THE WEEK 

Mazx Lane, Fripay Evenre. 

The publication of Prince Gortschakoff’s note has caused great 
firmness to prevail in the corn trade. The possibility of inter- 
ruption in our friendly diplomatic relations with Russia, which 
must necessarily curtail our supplies of breadstuffs in the future, 
caused holders to be very cautious in parting with their produce. 
On the other hand, there is a large quantity of produce afloat 
from the Black Sea ports and America, so that there would appear 
to be little reason to doubt that the supplies coming to hand 
throughout the winter months will be sufficient to meet our re- 
quirements. The hope prevails, however, that the present diffi- 
culties will be arranged, and millers have, therefore, shown no 
great anxiety to operate largely. Still a considerable quantity 
of produce has changed hands at an advance of 3s to 4s per 
quarter on foreign, and of 2s to 3s per quarter on English wheat 
since'the date of our last issue. It is even asserted that many 

, sampites have been withdrawn from sale altogether, holders pre- 


ferring to await the influence of events upon the course of 
prices. Stocks of foreign wheat in granary have been 
on the increase, and the fimports have been heavy ; 
bat ‘the deliveries of home-grown produce have been 
considerable. Small farmers appear to be tkrashing out both 
wheat and barley freely in order to procure the necessary funds 
| for the purchase of feeding stuffs, in view of the threatened 
|| scaresty of food for the sto kin the winter. Straw is also much 
wanted; and these facts account, in a great degree, for the large 
| quantities of English wheat sent forwards. 

Tke spring corn trade has been similarly circumstanced, and a 
general advance has taken place mm the quotations. Oats have 
been'in active request, and values show a rise of 1s 6d per 
quarver. Maize, teins, and peas are about 1s dearer. A good 
trade has been concluded in all the above articles, and the im- 
provement above noted has been readily paid. Flour may be 
quoted at an advance of 1s to 2s per sack and barrel. 

Mr George Dornbusch thus reports the state of the floating
